PRAYER | SERVICE 


A very inspiring | and impressive 

service of prayer ‘for women was held 
in the United Church on the World’s 
Day of Prayer, Friday, March 9th. 
Representatives from nearly all of the 
churches ‘in the city were present. 
‘The program, which was prepared by 
Miss Kim of Korea, consisted of 
hymns, responsive Scripture reading 
and prayers for all matters of interest’ 
to Christians the world over. Prayers 
‘were led by. women from the United, 
Nazarene, Baptist ‘and Pentecostal 
Churches and from the Salvation 
Army and the Hobbema Mission. A 
collection was taken, which was sent 
to the Inter-Board committee, to be 
useq for interdenominational projects 
such as Christian literature’ for wo- 
‘men and children of many lands, the 
‘distribution of Bibles, etc. 

The World’s Day of Prayer was in- 
stituted in North America in 1922, but 
is now observed by the women in 29 
countries, In Canada women of all 
races -join in the meetings and pray in 
‘their own tongues if they cannot 
gpeak English. Where there are no 
churches mect’ngs are held in the 
homes, ‘In 1929 (he total collection in 
Canada was $1300. This was used 
chiefly fsr Christian literature. It is 
to be hoped that in Wetaskiwin in the 
future the World’s Day of Prayer will 
ibe observed with increasingly greater 
Interest anq-that all women of all 
churches will join in its observation, 
so that in prayer the whole round 
‘earth may be “bound by gold chains 
zabout the feet of God.”

ABOLITION LONDON 
POST IS ASKED 


Edmonton, March 8. — George H. 
Webster, Liberal, Calgary, returned 
to the attack in the Legislature Fri- 
day afternoon during the discussion of 
a vote of $18,265, included in the 
Executive Council estimates for the 
upkeep and operation of the provin- 
cial agent general’s office in London. 

Mr. Webster made a valiant effort 
to convince the House of the alleged 
futility of operating this office, but as 
on former occasions, he found himself 
in the minority. It was his second at- 
tempt in this direction during the 
current season. 

Mr. Webster stated the office was 
uncalled 'for and unnecessary. He 
contended that big things were al- 
ways going to materialize as a result 
of the activities of the office, but 
somehow they never did. 

In rallying to the defence of the of- 
fice, Premier J. E. Brownlee stated 
that although immigration was at a 
low ebb at present, H. H. Greenfield, 
the agent general, was interesting 
himself in the dissemination of in- 
dustrial information and endeavoring 
to create an interest in this phase of 
provincial activities among British 
captalists. 

The Premier pointed out that one 
Calgary oil company has practically 
obtained its entire capital as a result 
of introductions made by Mr. Green- 
field. In the last two years he’ had 
acted as the government’s interme- 
diary in tests a powerful British con- 
cern was making of Turner Valley 
gas.. The time had been found to

TORNADO STRIKES. {: 
THROUGH SOUTH 


Memphis, Tenn., March 1—TNear- 
ing through Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Louisiana last night, a tornado took 
a toll of five lives, injured -nearly two 
score persons, ‘virtually ‘wiped out: 
one village, dtsrupted communications 
and caused property damage of up- 
wards of $100,000. 

The wrecking wind first struck plan- 
tations ang villages in Bolivar, Sun- 
flower and Humphries \counties jin 
Mississippi. Cutting an 800 foot swath 
across Bolivar county, the tornado 
killed two negroes, ‘injured 10 per- 
sons, and destroyed 15 houses. Dam- 
age there was estimated at $20,000. 

In Arkansas, the tornado struck the 
village of Gregory, bringing death 
and destruction’ in its wake. Three 
persons perished in this area, and 
many were injured.

‘Saskatoon, Feb. 27. — Farmers of 
Saskatchewan — Canada’s greatest 
“|wheat-growing province — Wednes- 


day went on record as favoring com- 
pulsory pooling of: commodities. After 
long hours of debate, United Farm- 
ers of Canada (Saskatchewan  sec- 


|tion) gave almost unanimous appro- 


al to a compromise resolution pre- 
sented by the board of directors. 

By the resolution, directors of the 
farm body are ordered to “stand 
ready to-work with the Wheat Pool 
board of directorg or the directors 
of any other pool in requesting that 
there be placed on the statute books 
of Saskatchewan an act known as 
the Primary Products Act, whereby 
the growers of any commodity may 
obtain control of the marketing of 
all that commodity grown in the 
provinces.” 

Only three dissenting votes marred 
unanimity of support, according to 
the statement of the publicity com- 
mittee, given out after the conven- 
tion had made its decision behind 
closed doors. The approved resolu- 
tion stated that it is expedient “that 
the producers should be able at all 
times to express their opinion on and 
obtain, if they so desire, 100 per cent.

The interests of these are not always 
the interests of the general public: 
jbut by the aid of their daily publica- 
,tions—now supplemented by the new 
medium of radio—propaganda is often 
broadcast with a view of persuading 
‘people otherwise. 

| If the Wetaskiwin radio listeners 
‘will meet and constitute themselves 
a branch of the Canadian Broadcast 
Listeners League, and pass suitable 
resolutions in favor of public owner- 
ship, control and operation of Broad- 
cast stations, along the lines recom 
mended by the Aird Royal Csmimis- 
Sion, and forward such resolutions to 
jthe Prime Minister, the Leader of the 
Opposition and to the local M.P., 
much will be done toward preserving 
to the public a means of diffusing in- 
dependent views on matters which, 
for selfish financia] reasons, are now 
carefully withheld both from the air 
and the daily press, privately control- 
led. This press is very largely repre- 
sented by a sinzle chain of news- 
papers and those outside of it can be 
influenced by the threat of an adver- 
tising boycott. 

We have now an opportunity of 
preserving the newest form of com- 
munication to the public, and under 
public ownership and proper national 
control, will be available for the en- 
lightenment of our people, by anyone 
who has anything of real importance 
to tell. The Aird Report, too, points 
to the only way we can be assured of 
the highest class of Canadian enter- 
tainment. To achieve this, it is quite 
necessary in our so sparsely settled 
and enormous country to have nation- 
al financial support, through which 
agency powerful stations can only be 
constructed and maintained. 

I therefore urge radio listeners to 
take prompt action, so that the ef- 
forts 6f the radio lobby will be con- 
founded.
